7. (New) A retinal implant comprising: 
at least one internal functional unit arranged for being disposed inside an eye; 

at least one external functional unit arranged for being disposed outside the eye; and 
a signal path designed for at least one of signal and data transmission that connects the 
at least one internal functional unit to the at least one external functional unit, the signal path 
comprising a separable trans-scleral signal-path segment between the internal and external 
functional units, and wherein the signal path between the internal and external functional units 
does not incorporate the anterior eye section, including the cornea and intraocular lens. 

8. (New) The retinal implant according to Claim 7, wherein the signal path comprises a 
wireless inductive connection comprising: 

at least one transmission element arranged for being disposed outside the eye; and 

at least one reception element arranged for being disposed inside the eye, 

wherein, when disposed outside and inside the eye, respectively, the at least one
